Santa Monica Gets No 
Appropriation. 
River and Harbor ys 
Mind Made Up. 


San Pedro Succeeds in Spite 
of Huntington. 


Deep-sea Proposition at Length—No 
Government Funds for the South- 
ern Pacific—No Whartage. 

No Nawthin’. 


(BY TELPGRAPR TO THE TIMES) 

WASHINGTON, April 1—(Special 
Dispatch.) The information comes con- 
fidentially, but absolutely authorita- 
tively, from the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee that San Pedro is to have 
the full amount asked for, and Santa 
Monica is to get $100,000, with the pro- 
viso that the pier at Santa Monica shall 
be free to all vessels on the payment of 
regular wharfage charges. But the 
practice is to allow money for harbor 
improvements only on the recommenda- 
tion of engineers. This has never been 
made as to Santa Monica, but, on the 
contrary, several years ago there was 
an adverse engineers’ report as to it. 
The appropriation for Santa Monica 
will therefore probably walt to pass 
Congress, but as to San Pedro no oppo- 
sition is expected. 

The favorable report of the Board of 
Engineers as to San Pedro Harbor has 
been made, and the appropriation con- 
| tained in the bill will probably not be 
questioned. Senator White and Repre- 
sentative McLachlan have agreed upon 
an important amendment that will 
probably be adopted, reading: 

“The Secretary of War shall cause a 
survey to be made to ascertain the cost 
of carrying out à project supplemental 
to the project for the further improve- 
ment of the ‘harbor at Wilmington, Cal, 
proposed by W. H. H. Benyuard, lieu- 
tenant-colonel of the forps of Engi- 
neers, U.S. A., June 8, 124, and fully set 
forth in Senate document 61, Fifty-third 
Congress, third session, to ascertain 
the cost. of increasing ‘the depth of said 
harbor, to 25 feet at mean lo. water 
over the area proposed to be im- 
proved in the project of Col. Benyuard 
already, made; and over the additional 
area extending to Smith Island, and 
comprising sufficient width in the neigh- 
borhood of Smith’s Island to readily 
permit the backing and turning of ves- 
sels; and the sum of $—— is hereby ap- 
propriated for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of the said survey and es- 
timate.” 
™ There is no danger of a division of the 
appropriation between San Pedro and 
Santa Monica, the only possible effect 
of the appropriations for both would be 
to have San Pedro abandoned as to the 
outer harbor, and Santa Monica com- 
pleted as to continuing the improve- 
ment. The San Pedro project required 
careful handling, and the success of 
Representative McLachlan and Sen- 
ators White and Perkins in steering 
clear of breakers reflects great credit 
on them. It is impossible to learn when 
the bill will be reported, but it will not 
be delayed much longer, and there is 
no apparent danger of a change in the 
conditions as to San Pedro. 

SAN PEDRO WINS. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Since the foregoing dis- 
patch was sent authoritative informa- 
tion has been obtained direct from 
California members of Congress that 
the Committee on Rivers and Harbors 
has determined to appropriate $50,000 
for the Wilmington, leaving out Santa 
Monica altogether from the bill which 
is to be submitted to Congress. This 
| positive information sets at rest the 

various reports that have been circu- 
lated as to the ultimate intent of the 
Congressional Committee, and insures 
action favorable to the project recom- 
mended by the United States Board of 
Engineers. 


THE INSIDE OF IT. 


What Might Have Happened if Some- 
_ thing Hadn’t Dropped. 
(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) , 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—(Special 
Dispatch. ) Santa, Monica Harbor will 
get no appropriation out of this Con- 
gress. San Pedro will get the sum of 
$50,000 to continue the work on the in- 
ner harbor. This was decided by the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors this 
afternoon, after one of the stormiest 
meetings of the session. It was by a 
bare majority of one or two votes that 
San Pedro got anything. Had California 
shown the proper amount of State 
pride, the members of the committee 
say, San Pedro would have réceived a 
total of $390,000 for the improvement of 
the inner harbor, and Santa Monica $32,-. 
800,000 for an ‘outer harbor, the money 
to have been allowed in installments 
under the continuing-contract ‘system. 

Ever since the word was passed a 
week ago that the committee had voted 
an appropriation for Santa Monica, pro- 
tests have been coming in ck and 
fast. The committee did not pay much 


attention to the objections at first, but 


the stress finally became so strong that 
they were compelled to seek advice 
from the members of the California del- 
egation. The results were far from sat - 
isfactory. 

Mr. McLachian, who represents the 
| district in which both harbors are lo- 


j cated,’ stated that he had been in- 


this course, fearing that it was 


structed to urge an for 
San Pedro Harbor; that the sentiment 
in Southern California was unanimously 
in favor of that harbor as against 


Santa Monica. Still, he held,.he would |: 


make no opposition to the improvements 
to Santa Monica, provided that the com- 
mittee gave to San Pedro all that had 
been asked for it. 

Mr. Barham was next consulted. He 
explained that he was in no position 
to interfere in the matter, the improve- 
ments proposed being in another dis- 
trict than his own, yet he was cogni- 
zant of a general feeling in favor .of 
San Pedro. 

Mr. Bowers made a similar state- 
ment, byt it is said that he went fur- 
ther, to the extent of saying that he 
would oppose any appropriation for, 
Santa Monica. He took this stand, he 
sald, for the reason that if money was 


appropriated for. the work on outer 


harbor at Santa Monica, the gov- 
ernment would be committed to 


carrying on the improvement to a com- | 


pletion, in which event San Pedro 
would never receive a cent for its 
outer harbor project. 

Mr. Maguire announced that he, too, 
would oppose the appropriation for 
Santa Monica when the bill was re- 
ported to the House. These diverse 
opinions from the members of the Cal- 
@fornia delegation set the committee to 
thinking, and today when it was 
brought up for discussion, a lively de- 
bate followed. The Santa Monica prop- 
osition was put to a vote; and the mo- 
tion to strike it out of the bill was 
carried by a good majority. Then San 
Pedro was again taken up, and, after 
getting the appropriation started at 
$5000, it was gradually raised until it 
reached $50,000, the amount which had 
been regularly allowed for continuing 
work by previous Congresses, except 
the last, when San Pedro was passed 
by without a cent. 

Representative McLachlan has been 
between two fires for the past week as 
to what course he should pursue. On 
the one hand he had been advised to 
devote all his efforts to securing an 
appropriation for San Pedro and to 
keep his hands off Santa Monica, and 
on the other he was told that he must 
oppose any appropriation for Santa 
Monica. Last night Mr. McLachlan ad- 
dressed a long letter to Col, Otis, chair- 
man of the Free Harbor League, in 
which he explained his position. The 
letter in part reads as follows: 

“Mr. Herman returned to the city 
yesterday. He told me that San Pedro 
would be taken care of, and also inti- 
mated that there was a possibility that 
something would be done for Santa 
Monica. I showed him the resolutions. 
passed by the Free Harbor League on 
the 28th instant, and he expressed great 
surprise that such action should have 
been taken, for the reason that he un- 
derstood from Mr. Patterson and Mr. 
Kerckhoft’ and others of the Los An- 
‘geles delegation before they left here, 
that no opposition was to be made to 
other localities if San Pedro was pro- 
vided for. He also stated that the fight 
for San Pedro was practically won. I 
then induced him to.include in the bill 
a resolution directing the Secretary of 
War to make a new survey and esti- 
mate of the coast to reduce the inner 
harbor to a uniform depth of twenty- 
five feet at mean low water and ex- 
tend the excavation back to Smith’s 
Island, giving ample room for the turn- 
ing of all vessels entering the bay 
Mou remember that at the very out- 
set of my experience here, after I had 
learned that it was the plan of all 
friends of San Pedro to confine our ef- 
forts at this session solely to. the im- 
provement of the inner harbor; that I 
was very skeptical of the wisdom of 
the 
scheme of the enemy to divert us from 
the ultimate building of the outer har- 
bor at San Pedro. I wrote you frankly 
my impressions, and to friends at San 
Pedro and other places. I invariably 
received instructions to confine my ef- 
forts to the improvement of the inner 
harbor at this session. When your del- 
egation arrived, we presented our 
in accordance with those same instruc- 
tions. A day or two after we had ap- 
peared before the committee I learned 
that Huntington had made application 
before the Commerce Committee of the 
Senate for an appropriation for Santa 
Monica. This action on his part only 
confirmed my personal suspicions that 
a lack of opposition to our demands for 
the inner harbor at San Pedro was not 
without method. — 


J immediately called Senators White, 
Elkins and Cullom and the Los Angeles 
delegation together and asked advice 
in view of the recent developments. 
It was the universal opinion that I 
should pursue the same course origin- 
ally mapped out, and do nothing to an- 
tagonize any one in the way that would 
endanger our success in securing an ap- 
propriation for San Pedro. This course 
and these instructions I have relig- 
iously pursued. The - resolutions re- 
cently passed by your league practi- 
cally instruct me to take a different 
course; a course which, from the best 
information that I can receive, will 
jeopardize all good that has been done. 
This is asking too much. It is simply 
humiliating, and, in my judgment, the 
result will be disastrous, not only to 
San Pedro, but to all of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

‘While beiore the committee we dis- 
tinctly stated that we did not relin- 


‘quish our claims to outside harbors at 


San Pedro. I have not, neither has any 
member of the California delegation, 
asked anything for Santa Monica.”

SEIZURE OF THE BERMUDA. 
NEW YORK, April 1.—The Herald 
says locally concerning the report of the 


-gseizure of the Bermuda by the Span- 


ish authorities: 


“The cable message from La Liber- 
tad, Salvador, received by the Herald, 


‘Stating that arms on the steamer Ber- 


muda of filibustering fame had been 
seized at Puerto Cortes, on the north 
coast of Honduras, would apparently 
indicate that the Bermuda had been in- 


terrupted while attempting to make a 


landing in Cuba, and had been compelled 
to fly with a portion of her cargo to 
avoid capture by Spanish cruisers. 
There is reason to believe that the ex- 
pedition reported by the Havana spe- 
cial dispatches to have landed at Mu- 
riol, or on the north coast of Pinar del 
Rio, was not the Bermuda, but another 
expedition. Cargoes of arms and am- 
munition, carried by small, fast sailing 
vessels, are known to slip across under 
cover of darkness from the Florida 
coast to the island of Cuba at inter- 
vals. The successful landing of at least 
five of these filibustering parties at dif- 
ferent points on the north coast. of the 
island, and sometimes close to Havana, 
are. reported. 
The sailing of the Bermuda from 
New York with Calixto Garcia on board 
was, of course, known to the Spanish 
officials. All eyes were on the look- 
out for her and it is not strange, under 
the. circumstances, that the small ex- 
pedition which landed in the dark at 
Muriol on the north coast, was mis- 
taken for and reported as the Bermuda. 
When Capt. O’Brien picked up Gar- 


ela and his party off the Jersey coast | 
and steamed out to sea, it was not his 
intention to endanger life and property 


by steaming down the Atlantic coast 
toward Cuba, thus running the risk 6f 
interception and capture by Spanish 
cruisers, which were known to be on the 
watch for him. The experienced old 
blockade-runner laid his course almost 
south-southeast, which would take him 


-hundreds of miles from danger of inter- 


ception. He left the Bahamas well to 
the west, sighting land first on their 
extreme eastern edge. Watling’s Island 
light would have been made in four 
days, as the Bermuda steams easily at 
eleven knots an hour. From this point 
to Cape Maysi, on the eastern end of 
Cuba, the course is almost due south 
and on the coast of Santiago de Cuba 
there is every reason to believe the Ber- 
muda attempted to land. 

nw the ermuda approached the 
Cuban coast great caution was, of 
course, necessary. To pick a safe land- 
ing-place and to avoid the patrol of 
Spanish cruisers consumed time and 
necessitated delay, and it is quite possi- 


dle that, as in the case of the steamer 


Horsa, which is said to have landed 
Aguirre and Castillo near Guantanamo, 
and the steamer Three Friends, which 
recently landed Enrique Colazo near 
Cardenas, the Bermuda may have been 
‘caught in the act,’ and after, perhaps, 
landing . Garcia’s party, may have 
been chased away from the coast across 
the Caribbean Sea. toward the south- 
west. Flying the British flag, with so 
much notoriety as a filibuster at- 
tached to her name, she would hardly 
Gare to put in at any port on the island 
of Jamaica. Toward Honduras she 
either sailed of her own accord, or was 
chased thither by Spanish men-of-war. 
The Cubans in New York have neard 
nothing from the Bermuda since ner 
arrival was cabled to them from Puerto 
Cortez. They were greatly surprised to 
hear that her arms had been seized by 
the Honduras authorities.” *

Sefior Quesada said that he had no 
doubt that the five men put to death 
had been guilty of some offense against 
the Spanish ruling, and that perhaps 
their offenses merited the death pen- 
alty, but no matter what their offense 
Was, they were entitled to a reasonably 
humane punishment. The fact that 
they were put to death in itself is not 

revolting, for they may have deserved 
it, but that they were tortured in the 
most barbarous manner should arouse 
the indignation of all civilization. 

He continued: 
American people to look to the events 
of the present war to form their con- 
clusions about Spanish cruelty.

records just such cruejties was not 
written by Cubans or by Spaniards, 
but by Englishmen and Frenchmen.

MEXICO AND 


PRESIDENT DIAZ FINALLY MAKES 
HIS POSITION KNOWN: 


— 


Thinks that the Doctrine or a 
Similar One Should Be the In- 
ternational Law of This Con- 
tinent. 


CITY OF MEXICO, April. 1—The 
most important part of the President’s 
message, delivered today at the open- 


ing of Congress, is an allusion to the 
Anglo-Venezuelan controversy~ and 
President Cleveland’s message to Con- 
gress. This part of the Mexican Presi- 
dent’s message is as follows: 

“With our northern neighbor, our in- 
tercourse is of the same friendly and 
cordial character as our diplomatic 
and other relations have been for some 
years past. Naturally the revocation 
.of that doctrine which condemns all at- 
tempts at. European usurpation and 
tendencies to modify republican insti- 
tutions of the new world in a mon- 
archical direction aroused great enthu- 
siasm among the free nations of this 
continent, and gave occasions for dem- 
onstrations of sympathy, both popular 
and governmental. 

“Invitations of an international char- 
acter were not lacking that the Mexi- 
can government should at once state 
its opinion in so grave a matter, but 
the executive considered that haste was 
not proper in expressing an opinion on

THE HRADWORRS CASE. 


City Attorney Dunn Reviews Some 
of Its Salient Features. : 
Great satisfaction, on account of the 
findings of the jury in the head-works 
case, was everywhere expressed last 
evening. On all sides, the sentiment was 
expressed that a fair verdict had been 
reached. City Attorney Dunn, through 
whose indefatigable efforts largely the 
case was brought to- such a happy con- 
clusion, was especially pleased with 
the verdict. He said: 3 
“The defendants, whose land it wa: 


proposed to condemn, claimed that they 


owned all the underground water run- 
ning in the land. They also claimed 
that this water amounted in value to 
$3,000,000, or thereabouts. The city 
claimed that it was required to pay 
only the. apparent value of the land, 
and that the underground water run- 
ning through this land was a part of 
the river and belonged to the city al- 
ready. The jury found by its verdict 
that this underground water was a 
part of the river, and for that reason 
gave the defendants only the fair, or- 
dinary value of their land. 

The question involved here can be 
applied to all the land lying up and 
down the river for seven or eight miles 
from the city limits. If these defendants 
should have been determined to be the 
owners of this water, 
every property owner along the river 
would have had the same right of own- 
ership in the waters running under his 
land, and by taking out this water in 
the manner proposed on the land in 
controversy’ the whole river would 
have been speedily drained. In short, 
the abso‘ute salvation of the river to 
the people of this city depended upon 
the solution of the questions involved 
in this case, as in the manner in which 
they have been solved by this jury. 

“IT regard it as the most important 
case ever tried in Southern California, 
so far as the public is concerned. The

has shown by its rdict a thorough

poration at Santa Monica. It is a waste 
of words to attempt a refutation of 
such absurd statements. San Pedro— 
and Los Angeles—would be in the 
position of a sheep that is given a good 
meal before being killed. 

Of what avail would it be to restrict 
the improvement at San Pedro to an 
inner harbor, at the same time putting 
in money, however little, at Santa Mon- 
ica, and thus taking the initial step 
for the creation at that point of the 
deep-sea harbor, for which Mr. Hunt- 
ington is contending?.

He Finds the McKinley Sentiment 
Practically Unanimous. 
Orange County Solid for the Ohi 
Statesman—Morton Merely a Cour- 


tesy Candidate—Wisconsin and 
Indiana Sentiment—Notes. 


Robert P. Porter, editor-in-chief ot 
the Cleveland World, whose visit to 
California was noted in The Times a 
few days ago, sends to his paper an 
interesting letter on the political situa- 
tion in Southern California. Mr. Por- 
ter, while here, made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the subject, and had ex- 
ceptionally good facilities for ascer- 
taining the truth. Under date of Los 
Angeles, March 10, he writes as fol- 
lows: 

“This part of California is a hotbed 
of strong protection sentiment. Mc- 
Kinleyism is simply rampant. No 
other candidate is even talked. From 
what I learned in conversation with 
several prominent men of this section, 
interest in the aproaching National Re- 
publican Convention is steadily increas- 
ing throughout Southern California. 
Republicans are looking forward 
eagerly to the assembling of the con- 
vention, in the hope and expectation 
that its work will be such as to meet 
the approval of the great mass of Re- 
publitan voters throughout the United 
States. The feeling is prevalent 
throughout this section that Republi- 
can victory at the November election 
is practically certain, if no mistake is 
made at the St. Louis convention. That 
no mistake will be made is also the 


‘| prevailing opinion in this city and 


throughout this section of the State. 
“A thorough canvass among repre- 


sentative Republicans in Los Angeles 
and other parts of Southern California 
reveals the fact that William McKinley 
is their first Ghoice for President by an 
overwhelming majority. Indeed, the 
McKinley sentiment may, without ex- 
aggeration, be characterized as virtu- 
ally unanimous for the great exem- 
plar of tariff .protection. Here and 
there may be found a few Republicans 
who have no marked preferences, and 
fewer still who prefer some other can- 
didate; but these are-in the nature of 
exceptions which prove the rule. And 
even the few who have other prefer- 
ences would be fully satisfied with the 
nomination of McKinley.

figs, grapes, prunes, Zante currants 
and other fruits which are imported 
in enormous quantities. This State is 
also a heavy producer of wool and 
other agricultural staples. The injuri- 
ous effects of foreign competition are 
severely felt, not only in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, but throughout the State. 
“The menace of free trade which cast 
its blighting shadow u the nation 
coincidentally with the Democratic vic- 
tory of 1892, fell upon California, as it 
did upon other States of the Union. 
This disastrous influence has been felt 
in all the channels of trade and indus- 
try. It has naturally been felt nost se- 
verely by the great staple industries 
of California.

‘publicist the great principle of protec-

FREE SILVER. 


How it Would Affect All Interest 
Disastrously. 

(Louisville Commercial:) The Popu- 
lists and free-trade Democrats are a 
unit for free Silver, and as the former 
are for free trade, there are reasons 
why they should be together on the 
silver question. It is passing strange, 
however, that any Republican in favor 
of protection should favor free silver. 
The reader will ask why this is so. 
The reason is simple and easily under- 
stood. Because the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver cuts the t&riff, what- 
ever the rate may be, in two. The very 
moment a free and unlimited coinage 
bill becomes à law, gold is eliminated 
from the currency, and goes to a pre- 
mium, as we put it, though that is not 
literally true. The d remains the 
Standard of the world’s value, and sli 
ver declines to its bullion value, 50 
cents on the dollar, 100 per cent. below 
the world’s standard. The government, 
having enacted a law making silver 
legal tender for all debts, public ana 
private, will be compelled to accept eil- 
ver for customs duties and internal 
revenue collections, while every person 
in the country will be compelled to 
purchase supplies upon a gold . basis. 
Wheat, now selling at 60 cents, will 
be forced up to $1.20 in silver; K 
now selling at $20 per suit, to $40 in 
silver, and so on, through the entire 
list of articles required for our comfort 
and support. But will the wages of 
labor increase 100 per cent. to meet the 
increasing demands for food, clothing 
and house rent? The experience of the 


past shows that labor is the last to of 


receive the advance, and when it does 
come, it comes slowly and graduaily. 
Aside from this, there is in the coun- 
try a surplusage of labor in every de- 
partment: of trade and industry, and 
this surplusage is being .increased by 
large immigration from abroad. So it 
should be plain to every man who de- 
pends upon his labor that he is between 
two forces, the interested employers of 
labor, and the army of men behind him 
forcing their way into his place. This 
will tend to keep down the increase in 
Wages to., any point near the amount 
where he can play even on the en- 
hanced value of the necessities of life, 
Where is the laboring man benefited by 
free silver, if this be true? and that 
it is true, is plain to any man of ordi- 
nary sense. af 
But to return.to the tariff.. The coun- 
try is compelled to raise about $450,- 
000,000 each year from customs duties. 
internal revenue, and other sources to 
maintain itself. Upon a free-silver 
basis this $450,000,000 would dwindle in 
reality to $225,000,000, as compared with 
gold. The New York importer, who is 
the agent of the foreign manufacturer 
and merchant, would exchange his gold 
for silver at 50 cents on the dollar, and 
go down to the custom-house and pay 
$1000 in duties for $500 in gold. The 
tariff on his goods, on which there is 
levied..30 per cent. duty, ad valorem,- 
would. be cut in two, and the under- 
valuations made upon the ad valorem 
system would wipe out the.other

SAN BERNARDINO, ‘April 1—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The Sun pub- 
lishes an account of the discovery of a 
natural cave at an almost inaccessible 
point above Waterman Cafion, north- 
est of this place. Thomas Hatten, who 
is quoted as authority, was hunting 
sheep, when he discovered a small jet 
of steam coming from the rocks.

The latest advices from 
New York and-Chicage are to the effect 
that oranges are not bringing such good 
prices as last week in those markets. 

THE SEWER BOND MEETING.

Hon. J. E. McComas made the long- 
est speech of the evening, In which he 
advocated asking the City Trustees to 
call an election of the citizens here, in 
order that bends to the amount of $60,- 
000 may be voted for building the sewer. 
W. A. Bell spoke from a lawyer's stand- 
point, and showed the three ways that 
the money for constructing sewers may 
be raised by the City Trustees. 
J. E. Johnson said that he spoke for 
the poor people, who had their all in- 
vested in a little tract of land or a 
house and lot in Pomona, and viewed 
with alarm ‘the proposition to issue an- 
other batch of city bonds, which only 
meant higher taxes and another blan- 
ket mortgage on the whole community. 
Several other short speches in favor of 
and opposing , the proposition to vote 
more bonds were made,.when a motion 
to adjourn the meeting to the same 
hall next Tuesday evening was carried.

RENA ATKINSON. 


The Charming Prima Donna of the 
Carleton Opera Company. 


More than ordinary interest attaches 
to the appearance in this city of Rena 
Atkinson, the leading lady of the Carle- 
ton Opera Company. She was born in 
Portland, Or., and her mother was one 
of the brave little band of New England 
women who made that world-renownéd 
trip from New York city around the 
Horn a short Eee after the close of the 
civil war. 

About 1861 A. 8. Mercer went to Port- 
land from college in the East. He im- 
mediately took an interest in politics 
and was sent to the Legislature. He 
was a keen observer, energetic and 
progressive. It was apparent to him 
that the country needed immigrants. 
He agitated the matter, and, without 
going into details, he went East armed 
with letters from all the prominent 
people of the then sparsely-settled sec- 
tion. When he reached Washington 
city the government was disposing of 
vessels accumulated during the war. 
Mercer conceived the idea of getting 
one of these to bring many of his rela- 
tives and persona! friends to the Pa- 
cific Coast, and stated his plans to the 
government authorities. The result of 
the matter was that the swift-sailing 
Continental was sold to him for a very 
low figure. Mercer went to New York 
city, and, after his plans became known, 
letters commenced piling in on him 
from all parts of New England. Fami- 
lies, men and women, were ready to go 
to the new land. and it looked as if the 
expedition would be a grand success. 

Mercerin the mean time had nego- 
tiated with Ben Holladay, the famous 
pioneer stage-driver and railroad man, 
to man the ship and bring the party 
to the Pacific Coast, the agreement 
being that in return Holladay was to 
have the ship. 

Among the women who came to the 
Sound on that trip were two young 
ladies named Anna and Mamie Steph- 
ens. They were both possessed of good 
musical educations. Mamie had a sweet 
contralto voice and her sister Anna was 
a fine pianist and most excellent 
teacher. Anna subsequently married 
A. S. Mercer. They now live at Chey- 
enne, and Mr. Mercer is the publisher 
‘of one of the leading newspapers there. 

Mamie, the mother of the subject of 
this sketch, went to Portland, where 
she married J. F, Atkinson, a printer 
and journalist. 

About 1872 Rena Atkinson, the young 
woman who is now the prima donna of 
the Carleton Opera Company, was born. 


As a mere child she displayed natural ' 


musical. ability and ber parents did 
everything in their power to encourage 
her. ding the opportunities for 
ng limited in Portland, the Atkin- 

family removed to 


Miss Rena and her sister Anna L. At- 
kinson, were soon ingratiated into the 
special favor of the Mother Superior 
and the Sisters, for their vocal and dra- 
matic attainments. 

At the age of 14 Miss Rena . sang 
the offertory at the Easter pontifical 
high mass-at the Denver Cathedral. As 
a mark of approbation, the late Bishop 
Machebeuf bestowed on hera gold 
medal, blessed for him by Pope Pius 
IX., besides giving her other articles of 
intrinsic value. 

In ͤ the latter part of 1891 she was 
placed in a New York musical college. 


After a year and a few months’ study, 


out of over three hundred pupils—mu- 
sical aspirants, representing every 
State in the Union—she was one of the 
eight most efficient scholars chosen to 
contest for college honors. Though the 
youngest in years and study, she car- 
ried off the Agramonte Parisian gold 
medal. She ttien entered the New York 
School of Opera and Oratoria, gradu- 
ating therefrom after a close study of 
two years, receiving a gold medal for 
excellence in operatic work. In connec- 
tion with her studies she frequently ap- 
peared in leading roles of grand operas,
